Louie Convention, last night, at Morrison, 
II!, intimated to a correspondent of the 
New York World that h« recognized the 
coming Democratic Convention would not 
take up with any Republican or Popu- 
list. 


In on interview he said 
"It \n now 


clear Uiat the Democratic Convention will 
nominate a . traight free silver Democrat 
for President. I had no Idea after the St 
Louis Convention that any number of sil- 
ver men among the Democrats would turn 
to me, although a good many of my friends 
made that pred.ction. I was right, how- 
ever. The silver men have so strong a ma- 
jority In tlh« Democratic Convention that 
they are bound to have their own way and 
nominate one cf their OK a men. I am not 
disappointed " 


Senator Teller believes that a free silver 


candidate will carry Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, 
Nebraska, North and South Dakota and ev- 
ery other State west of the Mississippi and 
south cf the Potomac and Ohio rivers. 


In reply to another of the World ques- 


tions, he maintained that If tihe United 
States should cast Its lot with tihe other 
free silver countries, Its Influence would 
speed'ly bring about a parity between gold 
and s.lver at the ratio of sixteen ounces 
of silver to one of gold.
